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Parking 
Still 
A Problem 


By CHARLES P. BURGESS 


The off-street parking problem 
centinves to be one cf the major 
ecncerns of most of the cities of the 
nation. 


While factions within the cities 
wrangle about who should pay for 
the parking, the shoppers, the 


merchants, the commercial prop- 
erty owners or all of the city’s 
property cwners, business gravi- 


tates to new shopping centers 
where the devetopers have provid- 
ed ample parking space. 


In Menlc Park we are meeting the 
problem by considering parking as a 
cost of building and retaining retail 
business, and charging the cost 
thereof to the landowners whose 
properties appreciate as the volume 
of shoppers increases. 

Many cities are using parking 
charges, i. e., parking meter receipts, 
for acquisition of off-street parking 
lots. Others are trying to get gen- 
eral obligation bonds approved, but 
the electorates have eben very 
wary of voting such bonds. 


Another appreach is zoning, re-| 


quiring all new businesses to provide 
a certain amount of off-street park- 
ing in the vicinity. 

Palo Alte is now trying this ap- 
proach, as well as use of parking) 
meter receipts. 


At the recent League of California | 
Cities Conference, Huber Smutz, | 
Zoning Administrator of Los Ange- 
les, spcke on the experience of that | 
city with the provision of off-street | 
parknig through zoning. 

Smutz defended the idea, stat- | 
ing that it is just as logical to in- | 
sist that each new building pro- 
vide parking for the traffic volume 
it generates, as to require it to 
provide adequate elevators and 
stairways. He felt that no modern 
zoning ordinance cculd omit such 
a requirement.

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Your Social Security: 
Most Self-Employe 
Now Under 

Social Security 


Most self-employed people are now 
working under social security and 
are afforded the same benefits and 
iprotection that have long been en- 
joyed by employees in commerce 
‘and industry. according to Edward 
J. Foley, manager of the San Mateo 
social security office. 

Recent changes in the social se- 
| 


curity law provided for coverage of 
most of the self-employed begin- 
ning January 1, 1951. 

Not included are farm opera- 
tors, doctors, lawyers, and  cer- 
tain other profesional groups. 
These persons may be covered by 
other provisions of the law, how- 
ever, if they are employes, or if, 
in addition to their regular occu- 
pation, they are in self-employ- 
ment work covered by the law. 
For example—a lawyer who is also 
in the insurance business. 

| Social security field offices 
throughout the country are now re- 
jceiving many inquiries concerning 
\the reporting of self-employment in- 
come and the payment of tax. 

A self-employed person will report 
income for social security credit on 
'a detachable portion of his final in- 
dividual income tax return. The 
‘collector of internal revenue will for- 
lward this detached portion to the 
Social Security administration 
where the income will be credited to 
the individual’s account. 

Social security tax of 2%‘; per 
cent of the self-employment in- 
come will be paid in full to the 
collector of internal revenue at 
the time of making the final in- 
come tax report. Only $3600 of 
self-employment income is taxable 
for any one year. 

Persons having net earnings from 
self-employment of less than $400 
in a taxable year are not consider- 
ed as self-employed for social secur- 
ity purposes and are not covered 
by the new law. 

The self-employed person will 
make his first contribution in 1952 
when he files his income tax return 
for 1951. Each person not having a 
social security account number will 
need one at that time. 


Field offices are now issuing ac- 
count numbers to the self-employ- 
ed and a last minute delay may be 
be avoided by obtaining account 
numbers now. Application forms 
may be obtained at local postoffices 
or your social security field office.

lend an exotic flavor to a typical 
Menlo Park residence. 


A charming anachronism is 
found in the living. room, where 
two brightly-covered overstuffed 
chairs flank a Korean coffee 
table of ebony teakwood and 
mother of pearl. Oriental rugs 
in two shades of brown cover the 
living and dining room floors. A 
huge hand carved chest from 
Panama stands in the corner. 


Built-in bookcases separate the 
glass encased living and dining 
rooms, holding among other con- 
versation pieces a hand-painted 
fan-shaped Satsuma plate. Beauti- 
ifully-detailed Japanese figurines 
rest on jutting ledges from the 
large used brick fireplace. 


Twin bookcases at the southern 
end of the airy living room house 
Colonel Peterson’s collection of 
crystal and jade. A hand-rubbed 
crystall ball, tiny jade tea pot, and 
molds of white jade and ivory are 
found here. 


DINING ROOM 

The dining room furnishes 
haven for Mrs. Peterson’s collection 
of Kura demitasse cups, and her 
favorite Pimari plate, over 200 
years old and made from crushed 
jade stone, gold, and cobalt. The 
table is decorated by her solid ivory 
imitation fruit pieces, one an egg- 
plant— the other persimmon, from 
the Mitsui collection in Japan. 


Two of the loveliest pieces are 
found in the entrance hall, A hand- 
made Korean chest of modern de- 
sign decorated with gold hinges and 
handles, and a 200-year-old Celadon 
vase of turqucise. 

Simplicity, the hallmark 
oriental living, reaches its peak 
in the Colonel’s den. Here Yo- 
shida prints have been hung on 
simulated mat-cloth walls, along 
with Philippine hand carved 
death masks of mahogney,

Material of masculine brown and 
white print has been duplicated in 
the couch and drapes in the den, 


desk. 


The Peterson’s younger son, Paul, 
has achieved an interestnig effect in 
his room. Beige walls, maple 
woodwork, and pale blue bedspread 
and slip cover provide a muted 
background for his brother’s West 
Point tarbucket (cadet cap), and his 
own collection of bronze monkeys 
and Philippine wood carvings.

Rose antique satin draw drapes 
and the same muted wall coloring 
surround the master suite—to fol- 
low the simplicity theme in back- 
ground. Here, again, it is 
accessories that catch the eye... 
the souvenirs from a life-time of 
traveling. 

High above the eye level, on a 
shelf-like partition separating bed- 
room from dressing space, Mrs. 
Peterson has placed her exquisite 
replica of a Japanese Geisha girl. 
made from plaster of paris and silk, 
the life-like doll sets the room’s 
oriental pace. Fugia Japanese prints 
adorn the wall, and a Kiri wood 
chest with bronze hinges 
forth in one corner. 

Another of Mrs.  Peterson’s 
favorites— a Tokagawa chest— 
flanks her dressing table. The 
chest, once used by a Japanese 
woman as a paint box, still holds 
the tiny paint cups and is dec- 
orated with crested brass in the 
family’s emblem. 

Resting on the dresser itself is a 
silver box with the 16-petal chrysan- 
themum crest of the emperor, giv- 
en Mrs. Peterson as a “presentog’
